The hurried 
departure of troops from here this morn- 
ing was due to report that a lame body 
of armed men were assftmbling jost over 
the summit near Lookout. Two com- 
panies were taken from here, a company 
of Idaho militia was pickel up at Os- 
borne and taken to Wallace. 


At that place General Curtis, Colonel 


Page aud two companies of tho Twentieth 
infantry joined the command, with three 
deputy uiarahals who were supposed to 
be acquainted with the country. 


Tbe command reached Lookout at 1 


p.m., where it was met by Conductor 
Bradley of tbe Northern PadQc, who 
had been ordered to meet tbe command 
there and conduct it to the re'ndezvouB 
of;the armed miners. 


After toe train bad reached a point 


where the troops were to leave tbe rail- 
road it was found tbat the conductor was 
not on the train. 


C-lonel Page had been'cent forward in 


•charge of the troops and UB no one knew 
•where tho train was ho came back on the 
rejzaiar passenger train.

GUfllENT OF PHYSICAL

There is prevailing in this community 


at present a disposition to settle political 
and personal differences hy a rosort to 
what ia appropriately termed "brute 
orce."

It ia not 
creditable to the community nor to those 
who engage in it, and it is to be hoped

be ppared farther exhibitions of that sort. 


Acrimony in discussion ia one of the 


evils of a political campaign, but it ie 
ntjver rendered less objectionable by re- 
sort to peisonal violence. It ia only in- 


reaaed and intensified. The argument 
of brute force ia no argument at all. A 
blow or a gunshot does not disprove an 
accusation. The man who is falsely 
charged has his remedy in tho law, or iu 
viniication through the pnblic press. 
An assault disproves nothing. If John 
L. Sullivan were charged by a fellow 
citizen with being a drunken bully, he 
could make a powerful physical argu- 
ment to the contrary, but tbat would not 
disprove the stctement, Neither would 
it disprove the charge if it was false. It 
would prove nothing except tbat Sulli- 
van had more bruto force than hia ac- 
cufier. 


Tbe law affords ample means of de- 


fense against malignere, and the biavest 
and beet of American citizens, who have 
ran tbo gauntlet of political criticism, 
resort to no other means of protection, 
except that which is also afforded in a 
free press and free speech. By these 
means tbe truth can be demonstrated, 
innocence established, if it exists, and 
the author of false accusation brought to 
confusion and shame. 


Thepearoall the privileges that the 


citizen whose record is clear should de- 
sire, and he cannot strengthen hifl cause 
by resorting to means which prove or 
disprove nothing except that he may bo 
a better or a poorer man physically 
thin his opponent. 


Let these matters for tbe future be 


settled in a way that will not bring 
Fresno into further notoriety for actfl of

The above report shows that there ia 


an immeuee stock carried over in Spurn

not be amiss here to make a few ex- 
planations, having been asked for infor- 
mation on this point by quite a number 
of growers. 


We will suppose that the percentage 


of an average vineyard is as follows: 


Thirteen per ceni London layers, and 


we suppose the minimum price on them 
will be placed at $1.75 per box, 13 per 
cent 4 Crown looee, price $1*50 per bus, 
42 per cent 3 Crown loose, price ft)^ cents 
per pound, 24 par cent 2 Grown loosfl, 
price -IK cents per pound, 7 per ceut 
Seedless, price 4^ cents per pound, that 
would leave, after deducting the cost of 
packing and fouimiseiuus an average 
price of (4 01-100) orM.Ol per 100 pounds 
in the sweat box net to tho grower. An 
old vineyard will average higher and a 
young one would average lower. The 
4J< cents per pound in tbo sweat box aa 
embodied in the packer's proposition to 
the growers will be used as a standard 
upon which to base tho minimum prices 
on the raisins as packed. It would bo 
unreasonable to expect every vineyard 
to grade alike. Tbe raisins must ha 
graded according to thoir intriosic val- 
ues, hence a good crop will b« worth 
more than a poor one, und an old vine- 
yard will grade higher than a young 
one.

"Looking for some protection to the 


increased plantation and chief produc- 
tion of this district, ao seriously injured 
hy tbo falling demand, tho inhabitants 
have sent a cornmittee.to Madrid, for the 
purpose of inducing tha government to 
use their influence with the natio r s prin- 
cipally consuming raisins to lower their 
import duties on that article, 


"In England the matter is aiso worked 


with great zeal, which leads to the hope 
that some success may b3 obtained there. 
Tho thing looks differently with regard 
to the United States of America, where 
no reduction, at least for the present, is 
to be expected."

Mra. Josephine Kstella Redden died 


yesterday morning under circumstances 
of a most distreeeing nature. 


While laboring under a fit of insanity 


she took four grains of strychnine a few 
hours before in the presence of her hus- 
band. A physician waa summoned at 
ouce, but when be reached the house the 
work of the poieon was too far advanced 
and she paeeed away in convulsions 


The deceased was the wife of S. H. 


Redden, wood and coal dealer of this 
city. SLe wa«t in her 21st year, aud had 
been married only eighteen months. 


THE C.U'SE OK UKK IS SANITY. 


Dr. Lieariiorff, the family physician of 


the Reddens, paid yesterday that Mrs. 
Redden had had spells of insanity since 
last August. Many years ago she had 
an attack of scarlet fever, which left in 
its place an affection of the internal ear. 
This in turn diseased ber brain aud 
brought on occasional fits of insanity. 


A STHANOE HALLUCINATION. 


The first attack of this kind came to 


tbe doctor's knowledge in August or Sep- 
tember of last year. One evening she 
beard tbo report of & pistol, apparently 
from down town, and she at once be- 
came hysterical and informed the neigh- 
bors that her husband had been shot. 
Dr. DsardorfT was sent for, and when he 
arrived he found her laboring under tho 
hallucination that abe herself had been 
shot. Bbe told the doctor tbat the bul- 
let had entered her left side and tbat she 
was covered with blood. 


Tbe next attack came on the occasion 


of ttie excursion to Pollasky in honor of 
the opening of the San Joaquin Valley 
railroad. She saw the crowd running 
after the man who stabbed Fulton G. 
Ueiry. The man 
was covered with 


blood and tho ei^ht coupled with the ex- 
cttemeiit, drove her out of her mind 
again. It was observed that on tbe oc- 
casion of each attack a discharee fron 
tho ear took place and relieved her. 


AHOL-T MOSEY. 


Mra. Redden went to Dr. DeardorfPa 


office at S o'clock last Tuesday night. 
She was in a state of high nervous ex- 
citement and asked the doctor's advice 
concerning a financial dispute between 
herself and her huaband. The doctor 
advised her to go home, take a dose of 
chloral and RO to eleep. On the next 
morning he would go to a lawyer, whom 
she could consult retarding tbe matter. 


Justice of the Peaca Crichtonj who 


lives on L street near the corner of San 
Jo&quiii, tbe corner house being tho 
Redden residence, called upon Dr. 
DcardorfThalf an hour after midnight 
and informed him that Mre. Redden had 
taken strychnine about an hour before. 


IK CONVULSIONS. 


Tho doctor found her lying on the din- 


ing-room floor, in convulsions of the kind 
that usually follow poisoning by strych- 
nine. He administered iouie antidotes, 
which bad tha effect of lightening tbe 
convulsions for tbo time being, lie left 
her at about J5 o'clock in the morning 
somewhat improved he thought,although 
the poison, having been taken by the 
deceased when ber stomach was empty, 
bad been quickly absorbed into the 
system. 


Ho was told that after hn" had lelt the 


woman she had three or four light con- 
vulsions, followed by a severe one at 
3.30 o'clock, in which she died. 


Dr. Deardnrff was informed tbat tho 


strychnine bad been used to poison dotja 
with l-efore the Reddens removed to the 
west corner of L and San Joaquin 
streets, and that tbe vial, containing 
about four grains in tho bottom, was 
found lying in a bureau drawer. From 
one fiftieth to one-sixtieth of a grain is 
the usual allopathic dose. Half a grain 
would be dangerous and probably fatal 
to a person not accustomed to taking tbo 
drag. 


UETERMINED TO DIE. 


It was learned through other sources 


that while her husband was administer- 
ing milk and the white of eggs to her 
after she had taken the poison she de- 
clared tbat if she recovered she would 
kill herself the next day. She refused 
to allow her husband to give her a mus- 
tard emetic, saying at tbe same time 
that she was determined to die.

The new toll road to Pine Ridge, tli

near Hoskina' place on the Big Sandy 
and skirta the mountain! to Kenyon'e, i 
distance of thirteen milea or more.

Little Disease Here. 


Dr. W. T. Mao pin, the health officer, 


was asked yesterday whether there was 
any likelihood of the cholera epidemic 
reaching Freino. Hereplied: 


"We don't expect an invasion of 


cholera here, bat at the same time we 
feel as if we ought to nrge every precau- 
tion against it. 
The beat precaution 


against cholera ia cletnlinwe. 


'•By the iapid manner in which the 


epidemic han spread in Europe it ap- 
pears as if it would turn out to bo what 
ifi known as one of those jumping epidem- 
ics. ID 1S59 there was a fearful epidemic 
of cholera in the southern states, and in 
1851 it appeared in Sacramento, Cal. 
Hence it is necessary that every pre- 
caution should be taken to banish every- 
thing that might tend to tbe propagation 
of that, or any other disease arising from 
uncleanlicees or foul gases from decay- 
ing organic matter. 


"1 am going to call upon the citizens 


here to clean up things a little. The 
back yards and alleys are full of thinga 
that breed disease. About a year and a 
half ago I made an inspection of the 
back yards and alleys ia the business 
part ol town and found in this one block 
on which my office ia located enough 
tilth to cause an alarming epi lemic in 
any other climate. 


"The fact that deapite these inciting 


causes we hare BO little disease and mor- 
tality has proved tbat this is the health- 
iest climate in the world. We have a 
little bowe. trouble prevailing 
now 


caused by indulgence iu iced drinks, 
melons and uuripe fruit. 


"Is there much malaria here?" waa 


asked. 


"There are very few cases of malaria 


hero." replied tho doctor. "Fewer than 
in any other warm region in California. 
The June .eport of the state board of 
health shows a smaller mortality in 
Fresno than in any other city io the 
state lor that month. Here are a f<m of 
the figuree; Fresuo, 12,000 population, 
D deaths in June; San Joae 18,000 popu- 
lation, 2f> deaths; Sacramento 28,000 
population, 33 deaths; Oakland 50,1)00 
population, 53 deaths; Santa Cruz 10,000 
population, Iti deaths.

flinchingly, remarked: 


"Cut enough Gteak off my neck for

At Fort 
Worth the water ran from the very ends 
of my hair. Fresno beat is dry and 
bracing, and I GO explained it to the 
people wherever I traveled. 


"I told them that when they went oat 


into the BUD in Fresno county with tbe 
mercury at 100 in the shade the heat 
from the ground and from the sun felt 
like the heat from a stove, dry and not 
at all oppressive. It is totally unlike 
tbe humid enmmer atmosphere of the 
east and west, but strangers will not be- 
lieve it until they come here and ex- 
perience it for themselves. 


"Fresno people are always talking 


about the hot weather, but it is just as 
bot and hotter in San Bernardino, only 
that people there do not talk about it. 
[n winter they have cold, damp, dis* 
lereeable fogs from the ocean, some- 
thing that we do not have in Fresno. 
We have tbe finest climate that exists in 
any country under the sunshine. When 
ihe mercury is 110 degrees in th« shade 
in Fresno county we can drive a horse 
forty or fiity miles a day, whereas in the 
east at SS degrees a horse wonld drop 
dead. 


"I am working to induce only people 


of means to come here, and I do not in- 
vite anybody to come who has less than 
^2500 in cash. I expect to return over 
ihe road in a very short time to appoint 
more figeiUs and to bring more settlers 
ioto this county. 


"If our people here who are the moat 


interested will spend money wisely in- 
stead of foolishly and peiid some reliable 
nen back east to rustle they can bring 
bur settlers to every one that wonld 
come without such effort."

schools of this county will interest par- 
ents and all frisnda of education.

There are Jt'fi schools in Fresno coun- 


ty. In giadiup, there is one high school 


In the early days of the republic all

But marvelous inventiona of 
machinery made it possible for one man 
and a machine to do the same work that 
required twenty men to perform by 
hand and the reault was that one man 
became the slave of the machine while 
the other nineteen were turned ont upon 
the street to starvation or suicide. 


To make matters still worse the bless- 


inga of machinery were enjoyed only by 
the wealthy, while those blessings were 
denied to the poor. Hence, vast combi- 
nations and monopclea sprang into ex- 
istence to make tha lot of the working 
man more hopeless and more deplor- 
able. 


The currency question W&B glancad at 


in the course of the speech, tbe speaker 
advocating the abolition of the banks 
and the issuance by the government to 
the people of money at a low TfMe of in- 
terest. 


"The world knows," added the rev- 


erend gentleman, "that America has be- 
come a nation of boodlers from its na- 
tional legislature down to ita muni- 
cipalities—a veritable stench-holo of cor- 
ruptiun." 


He said that the principle of monop- 


olization bad become so firmly rooted 
that if men had tbe power thsrs wonld 
be a corporation in this city known as 
"The Fresco sunlight and Air Bottling 
Compsny," to sell thoae necessaries of 
life at $1 a bottle.

i*g of a dead Indian at that place, the 
general opinion being that he WAS mur- 
dered. 


The body was discovered by Thooias 


Ockenden, who keepa a store and hotel 
at Pino Ridge, last banday morning. 
Ockenden rose early that morning, and 
going outside found an Indian lying 
dead beside the hotel. 


Tbe hands were tied behind him and 


a handkerchief fastened tightly across 
his mouth and nose, as if an effort hid 
been made to smother him to death. 


Mr. Ockenden, at least, decided that 


thia waa the way he bad been kiUed. 
There were no marks of a struggle near 
where the Indian lay, and he had evi- 
dently been carried and laid there after 
he had died. 


Believing the man bad he«n killed by 


other Indians, Mr.Ockenden determined 
to keep a watch on the body, and that 
none of hia boarders or any other per- 
sons might see the dead body, covered it 
with a blanket and piled empty boxes 
around it. 


The next morning an Indian appeared 


011 the E)ct»ne, and a=kad no questions of 
any one, but went to tho ulaco wnero the 
Indian lay tind pulled oil" the boxes and 
blanket. Shortly thereafter o'her lu- 


am! earned him away, aud after the 
usual Indian ceremonies of dancing and 
singing they Luried him. 


It 13 believed by some that the Indian 


was unintentionally killed. According 
lo their theory he probably pot drunk 
and became very boisterous, disturbing 


the Indians tied and then gagged their 
companion. 
Unfortunately 
th*»y alno 


covered hia nose, resulting in his suffo- 
cation. 


Finding ont they had unintentionally 


killed him, and becoming alarmed for 
their eafety, they thought they would be 
able to turn suspicion from themselves 
by taking the body elsewhere. 
They 


therefore carried tbe body to the hotel. 


It is presumed that tho Indians kept a 


lookout from a distancA and when they 
observed that the white men had not 
buried the Indian and that no noise had 
been made over the matter, they decided 
to bury him themselves, which they did. 


The officials here had not op to last 


evening received any repot t of the affair.

with the organization of the California 
Raisin 
Growers' Co-operative Union 


there are savaral points of vital import- 
ance which should be well considered 
and acted upon by the growers. 


.First, No grower should eell his raisins 


at any price until such a time aa 
the organization of tho co operative 
union is perfected, for by selling outside 
of the union such growers simply throw 


. thenicolves upon the tender mercies ol 
j speculators who are anxious to see this 
! growers' co-oparative movement fail in 


order tbat buck speculative buyers may 
be enabled to buy low and sell high, as 
heretofore. 


Second, As there are many growers so 


situated that they must have money to 
meet their indebtednesH in the near fu- 
ture, the growers' convention, when il 
assembles in Fresno on July 30th next, 
should make provision to obtain funds 
to assist su.-h growers. Otherwise many 
of the growfira may be forced to sell out- 
side the union and thus become, against 
their own will, factors of destruction to 
the very movement that they are now 
favoring. 


On the other hand, if auch growers 


are provided with thu needed funds, n ot 
only will all of them who have already 
signed the prospectus remain steadfast 
in the union, but every grower in the 
state will thereby be enabled to become 
a member of the same. 


Third, In case that 95 per cent of the 


growers do not sign the prospectus as re- 
quiree by the packers, such failure must 
not for a moment hinder the forward 
march of the growers, who, in such case, 
should choose another course or plan hy 
which to obtain tlie object sought—liv- 
ing prices for raisins in ibe sweat box. 


The plan prepared by the undersigned, 


and which was published in the RE- 
PUHUCAN lately, will accomplish that, or 
a similar one should be adopted. 


However, let us first labor to obtain 


the P5 per cant of growers' signatures to 
the packers proposition, but, only, if 
we fail in securing that, and the co-oper- 
ation of packers, with a leea percuotngc 
of grower?, choose the 6iher cxnae, 
namely; 
Co-operation of the co-oper- 


ative packing companies and growers 
only. 
In any event, let onr motto be : 


"United we stand, divMed we fall." 
Let us not divide and "fall" and "fail" 
in our effort, hnt let un unite—co-oper- 
ate—and stand snd strive for a success- 
ful mastery over adverse circumstances 
and we will not need to wait for our re- 
ward in the world to come, but we will 
reap it right here in Fresno, the banner 
raisin county, upon these golden shares.
